pare 5,794 military ballots for use 
In the p r im a r y election on May 21. 
The other twenty-five counties have 
notified the Department of State 
by letter that they will file no claim 
for reimbursement for military bal­ 
lot expenses. The cost in Adams 
county was $10. 
Auditor General G. Harold Wag- 
ner has approved payment of $2,- 
276.40 to tile forty-two counties for 
military ballot expenses. The audit 
shows that of the total number of 
ballots for which expenses were sub­ 
mitted, 103 were not allowed because 
the election boards failed to furnish 
the names of the voters These coun­ 
ties have been notified that if thev 
re-submit requests for payment.

Fear Violence 
In Truck Crisis 


New York, Sept. ll (AP)—Mayor 
William 
O’Dwyer, predicting the 
possibility of violence if the par­ 
alyzing strike of 25,000 truck drivers 
continued, appealed to Daniel J. 
Tobin, head of the AFL Teamsters 
union, to assume control of the 
striking local and negotiate an end 
to the walkout. 
Declaring that striking Local 807 
was "completely out of the hands 
of its officers,’’ O’Dwyer said in a 
telegram: 
“Unless you or an authorized re­ 
presentative 
of the International 
Brotherhood assume responsibility 
and take control of this union and 
negotiate terms for the settlement 
of the strike, it is very possible that 
bloodshed and injury will result, 
“Failure of the International to 
act will lay all future consequences 
at your doorstep.” 
O’Dwyer later told newsmen that 
communists were dominating the 
local, 
but 
emphasized 
that 
the 
elected union officers were not in­ 
cluded in his communist charges. 
The mayor’s demand for inter­ 
vention by Tobin came as the 11- 
day old strike affected even greater 
stricture in the city’s economic life, 
bringing widespread industrial lay­ 
offs, emptying many drug stores of 
supplies, halting all beer deliveries 
and resulting in an embargo on

The circuit, of which Rock Chapel 
was a part, extended at that time 
from Waynesboro to York with 
forty preaching places. In 1844 this 
church was made part of the York 
Springs circuit consisting of Rock 
Chapel, 
York 
Springs, 
Sadler’s 
Schoolhouse, Pine Grove Furnace, 
Bendersville, Heller’s, New Oxford, 
and Spring Grove with the Rev. 
John Stine as pastor. 
In 1849 the corner stone of the 
present Rock Chapel building was 
laid by Dr. Jesse E. Peck, who later 
became Bishop Peck, 
During the Civil War William 
McGary was operating a woolen 
mill about

Chapel and had on hand 500 U. S. 
army blankets.

were

Between January I, 1943 
and September 9, 1940, names or 
news stories indexed under the 
letter “S” number 966. This let­ 
ter takes up more pages in the 
index than any other, The let­ 
ter “B" is second, with 816 en­ 
tries, and “H” and “W” are tied 
with 490 each. 
There are none whatever listed 
under “X ” and only five under 
“Q” “M” has 406, “R” 378, **F’ 
364, “C” 336 and “L” 308. The 
“Mc’s” have 98, hut the “Y’s” 
and “Z’s’ are among the t&il- 
enders, with 42 each. 
With numerous items filed un­ 
de'* the general heading of “po­ 
lice ’ the letter “F" has only 182 
listings.

OPA TO HIKE 
SUGAR PRICE 


Washington, Sept. ll t/P) — OPA, 
getting set to boost sugar prices, 
granted an 18 per cent hike for win­ 
dow glasA today and simultaneously 
wiped out all ceilings on razor blades, 
baby carriages, fountain pens and 
more than 20 other commodities. 
Reports of the coming sugar price 
boost were confirmed by Secretary 
of Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
who said at Albuquerque the In­ 
crease will be announced “in a day 
or two." 
Under terras of the contract be­ 
tween the Cuban government and 
the Commodity Credit corporation, 
the price paid for Cuban raw sugar 
must climb to correspond with rises 
In the coat of living In this country. 
Such an increase now Is due and 
will be reflected also on sugar from 
other sources. 
A job-lot of consumer goods, rang­ 
ing from television sets to dry bat­ 
teries, was removed from price con­ 
trol today, OPA said some were "in 
significant in the cost of living,' 
while others were in good supply and 
hence no longer in need of price 
restraint. 
The approximate 18 per cent price 
increase in window 
and 
picture 
glass is effective at once. OPA also 
boosted by about 4 per cent the ceil­ 
ings on glazed sash and windows, 
glazed s a s h doors, combination 
doors, and glazed garage doors, in 
order to cover the higher price of 
glass. 
To a veteran buying a low-cost 
home, the Increase will mean about 
$1.25 in the total cost of his window 
glass, OPA estimated. The price 
action compensates glass manufac­ 
turers for higher costs of labor, ma­ 
terial and freight.

PEACH GROWERS 
SHOWN HOW TO 
CONTROL BORER 


Nearly IOO fruit 
growers 
from 
Adams and nearby counties atten d ­ 
ed two dem onstrations 
of 
peach 
tree borer control presented Tues­ 
day at the orchards of Frederic E. 
Griest, Flora Dale and Charles E. 
Kuhn, Cashtown. 
J. O. Pepper, state college exten­ 
sion entomologist, urged the growers 
to begin work on controlling the 
peach tree borers between Septem ­ 
ber 16 and October I. 
The adult m oths are abundant in 
most orchards th a t have been ob­ 
served In this section, Pepper told 
the growers, and the 
Insect has 
been increasing for the last few 
years. If profitable peach produc­ 
tion is to be m aintained, he added, 
it is necessary to control the borers. 
Soil Should Be Loose 
At dem onstrations 
held in the 
morning at Flora Dale and in the 
afternoon a t Cashtown. Pepper told 
the growers to remove all weeds, 
grass and stones from around the 
base of trees and th at, lf the soil 
exceptionally hard 
around the 
trees, It should be loosened a t the 
trunk for beat results. 
“Such removal of all m aterials 
from the base of the tree and the 
loosening of the soil Is especially 
necessary In a dry season 
which 
causes the borers to work deeper 
under the surface,’* he added. 
Gives Detailed Directions 
“Scrape off sawdust and gummy 
exudations on base of tree caused 
by the borers. Level soil around 
tree and build up above entrance 
holes of borers. Apply paredichloro- 
benzene crystals on the soil in a 
continuous circle about 
one inch 
from trunk and in a band about 
one inch wide. Be sure to keep the 
m aterial within two inches of the 
trunk, but do not allow th e crystals 
to come In contact with the bark 
of the tree. After the crystals have 
been carefully placed, cover with a 
few shovels of soil free from weeds, 
stones, etc. A two or three inch 
mound over the crystals is most 
satisfactory with our soil, and also 
has the advantage of giving a high­ 
er tem perature on the crystals to 
help volatilize them. 
'The soil mound, after it is placed 
about tree, should be packed down 
with the back of the shovel to pre­ 
vent surface loss of the gas. Be very 
careful in putting the first soil on 
the crystals so as not to push them 
against the bark of the tree. On

mound should be removed two weeks 
after application. Do not remove the 
soil below the original level as this 
m ight 
cause 
injury 
from 
cold 
weather during the winter. 
“Treating too early or too late 
will not give m ost effective control. 
T reatm ent when soil is more wet 
than norm al is not effective. Also 
follow directions closely to prevent 
any serious tree dam age,” he warned. 
He urged the use of a half ounce 
per tree of the paradtchlorobenzene 
crystals for trees one to two years 
old. % of an ounce for trees 3 to 5 
years old and one ounce per tree for 
trees over five years old. 
As an experim ent he urged the 
growers to treat a p art o ftheir or­ 
chards with an ethylene dicholoride 
granulated superphosphate mixture, 
made up of one p art of pure eth ­ 
ylene dicholoride in seven parts by 
weight 
of 
granulated 
superphos­ 
phate. 
To mix, he told the growers, they 
should place the granulated super­ 
phosphate in a tight container and 
then pour the pure ethylene dichol­ 
oride over the superphosphate. The 
container is 
then to 
be 
closed 
tightly and allowed to stand for six 
to twelve hours. The m ixture, he 
warned, is very volatile and should 
not be exposed to the air more than 
necessary when 
applying 
to the 
trees. He also warned the growers 
not to use it when the ground Is 
wet and to 
cover It Immediately 
with three or four Inches of soil 
after placing It about the tree. The 
usual procedure of clearing away 
debris, grass and the like from about 
the trees should be followed before 
placing the m ixture, he added. 
The am ount of m ixture to use de­ 
pends on the age of the trees, he 
said, giving the following am ounts 
for various aged trees: one year, two 
ounces; 
two years, four ounces; 
three years, five ounces; four years 
six ounces; five years, eight ounces; 
six years, IO ounces (ti p in t); seven 
years, IO to 12 ounces; eight years. 
IO to 14 ounces and old trees, up to 
20 ounces. 


Things Of 
The Soil 
Preparing For Bramble Fruita 
Rapid expansion of freezing as a 
means of storing fruits and vege­ 
tables is increasing interest in bram ­ 
ble fruits—blackberries, raspberries 
and dewberries. The following gen­ 
eral suggestions for starting a plan­ 
tation are offered chiefly to help 
beginners but may contain many 
hints helpful to more experienced 
growers. 
First, every person interested in 
these fine fruits should write the 
United States D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, 
Office 
of 
Inform ation, 
W ashington 25. D. 
C., 
for 
free 
copies of the following instructive 
publications: 
F.B. 887—Raspberry Culture. 
F.B. 1399—Blackberry Growing, 
F B . 1403—Dewberry Growing. 
There is a wealth of practical in­ 
form ation on berry culture in these 
bulletins and they offer a fine course 
of instruction for persons planning 
to plant brambles. 
Spring planting is recognized as 
a sound 
practice 
In 
starting 
a 
bramble plantation, with soil pre­ 
paration started the previous fall 
In all cases where the soil Is not 
exposed by slopes to w inter erosion 
dangers. Fall plowing not only per­ 


m its the turning under of a green 
m anure crop or a heavy application 
of barnyard m anure to deepen the 
soil, but it leaves the surface rough 
to enable the grower to prepare it 
earlier in March for planting. 
All three of these fruits occupy 
their original sites for several years 
under proper care. This fact should 
emphasize the im portance of choos­ 
ing a naturally deep and mellow 
loam and improving it by turning 
under a liberal supply of organic 
m atter before planting time. 
It is wise to devote sod land to 
a t least two years 
of 
cultivated 
crops before planting it to brambles 
in order that the sod may become 
thoroughly decayed. 
Dewberries, the heaviest yielder 
of all brambles, develop the deepest 
rooting system. This m eans th at 
particular attention be given a low 
w ater level where this fruit is grown. 
Raspberries do not thrive in the 
South 
or extrem e 
Middle 
West. 
They are by nature a cool climate 
fruit. Therefore, growers through­ 
out the North and N ortheast do 
not have to compete with southern 
grown berries 
in m arketing 
this 
crop. 
Blackberries 
will 
w ithstand 
a 
tem perature 30 degrees below zero 
lf the soil is well drained. This 
fact points to another key to soil 
choice and preparation. 
In some caser, red raspberry plan­ 
tations 35 years old are still bear­ 


ing good crops and show no evid­ 
ence of being less fruitful. Again 
this fact stresses the importance of 
careful soil preparation. 
Inter-crops of cabbage, beets and 
other row vegetables may be grown 
between rows of bramble fruits the 
first year to help reduce planting 
costs and to keep the soil employed. 
Readers planning to start a bram ­ 
ble fruit plantation for home use or 
limited m arketing are urged to ob­ 
tain 
and 
study 
the 
government 
publications mentioned above and 
then write the editor to ask all the 
questions 
necessary 
to 
clear 
up 
doubtful points. W ith vast sections 
of urban consumers denied oppor­ 
tunities to buy blackberries, rasp­ 
berries and dewberries because of 
serious under-production, potential 
growers should Investigate fully the 


passible advantages of adding these 
fruits to their crop plans.

Of Murder Victim 


New Kensington, Pa., Sept. ll </P) 
—W estmoreland 
county and New*

about solving a m urder which may 
be IO years old—perhaps more. 
They were activated by the dis­ 
covery* of a bullet-riddled skeleton In 
a shallow, lime-filled grave, dug into 
by a bulldozer grading a road at a 
new housing development here.
